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Unemployment Insurance in 1933

DVOCATES of compulsory unemployment insurance legislation in the 
United States have had to overcome serious obstacles. Until recently 


the spokesmen for organized labor have opposed all such forms of 
legislation in this country. Employers, in the belief that they could solve 
their own unemployment problems through the achievement of business 
stability, have been determined to prevent government participation in han- 
dling the problem of unemployment. The general public, also, unfamiliar with 
the details of the European experience with compulsory insurance, has been 
hostile to the use of similar measures here and skeptical of the benefits of such 
insurance. ‘This prevailing attitude has been weakened by the widespread 
distress occasioned by the wave of unemployment during the depression of 
1921 and more particularly by the high and mounting rate of unemployment 
since the end of 1929. The reappearance of the difficult problems of unem- 
ployment relief and the failure or inability of industry to assume the respon- 
sibilities for unemployment has led to a revived interest in compulsory unem- 
ployment insurance and to a more favorable attitude. . . Although pre- 
diction in this instance is hazardous, it is probable that the aggravation of 
insecurity by the depression will in the near future greatly advance the social 
insurance movement in this country.” The present situation as regards 
unemployment insurance is thus summed up in Recent social trends, the Re- 
port of the President’s Research Committee on Social Trends, v. 2, page 848. 
Wisconsin passed the first unemployment insurance act in the United 
States (Chapter 20, Laws Special Session 1931). This act attempts to make 
it certain that by July 1, 1933, at least a majority of the employees of the 
state will enjoy the protection of fair and adequate systems of unemployment 
compensation. The compulsory system will take effect if by that time em- 
ployers of 175,000 employees have not voluntarily established plans which 
comply with standards prescribed in the act. 
Important recent developments in Wisconsin are: (1) Forty large em- 
ployers in the Milwaukee area have submitted identical unemployment benefit 
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plans for approval; (2) The advisory committee has agreed to amend the 
law (a) to reduce the voluntary plan quota from 175,000 to 139,000 em- 
ptoyees and (b) to make the law take compulsory effect with business revival 
upon official finding based upon 20 per cent increase in factory employment 
or 50 per cent increase in payrolls. 

Aside from the compulsory feature, the basic differences between the Wis- 
consin plan and most of the European systems of unemployment insurance 
are as follows: (1) the “reserves” are maintained in separate accounts for 
each employer or group of employers included in the scope of the proposed 
law instead of being in a common pool of “insurance funds”; (2) after an 
employer builds up his reserve per employee to a stipulated figure he is not 
required to make further contributions unless his reserve is reduced below 
that figure by the disbursement of unemployment benefits ; (3) contributions 
to the reserve fund are paid only by the employer, as distinguished from the 
I<uropean systems which, in general, require contributions from the employee 
and frequently also require contributions from the state. 

Those favoring “pooled” reserves rather than separate accounts for each 
employer state that it is very important to observe sound insurance practice 
by spreading risk over as wide a number of contributors as possible, thus 
building up greater financial strength. In any case, they point out, it would 
be quite possible, when sufficient data are accumulated through experience, 
to arrange for lower premiums for industries with good emplovment records 
and, indeed, even for individual employers. Some of the bills introduced 
give the administrative authority power to compel pooling either by industry 
or by locality. 

As to who shall pay the cost—state, employer, employee—Paul H. 
Douglas in his book, Standards of unemployment insurance, states that the 
discussion of this question in the United States during the last ten years has 
largely been shaped by John R. Commons'’s proposal that on the employers 
should be placed the full burden of payments on the ground that it would 
lead to the employers’ reducing or preventing unemployment, that it would 
be passed on to the consumers in the form of higher prices, and that the 
workers are already bearing the burden of decreased earnings and should not 
be asked to contribute further. 

Mr. Douglas is of the opinion “that if the various causes of unemploy- 
ment are however carefully studied it becomes evident that individual busi- 
ness men, or even those in a given industry, are not, save in a most limited 
sense, responsible for such unemployment as exists” and that “the precise 
ultimate incidence of the employers’ contributions is somewhat uncertain.” 
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As to the third argument, Douglas thinks that there is much in this conten- 
tion when it is considered solely by itself, but goes on to say, “that to the 
degree to which the contributions by the employers are shifted back to the 
workers in the form of reduced wages, then the exemption of the latter from 
contributions is in fact more apparent than not. . .” He believes that 
joint contributions are needed to ensure adequate benefits, to ensure joint 
participation by the employees in the administration of the system, and in 
order to prevent malingering and to make the workers realize that they are 
partners in the plan. 

There has been much discussion of unemployment insurance during these 
last two years. During 1931, President Roosevelt, then Governor of New 
York, invited the executives of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Ohio to a Conference on Unemployment and 
Other Interstate Industrial Problems. Among the topics discussed was 
unemployment insurance with a commission of six headed by Leo Wolman 
appointed to investigate. The unanimous report of the commission urged 
the compulsory formation of state-wide systems of umemployment reserves. 

Of the seven states whose governors met at the Interstate Conference in 
January 1931, four (Massachusetts, Connecticut, Ohio, and New York) 
appointed committees or commissions. The New York Joint Legislative 
Committee on Unemployment, according to its report of February 15, 1932 
( Legislative Document 1932 No. 69) while in favor of a compulsory system 
of unemployment reserves, believed that delay was necessary. 

In February 1933 the Committee made a further report to the Legislature 
to the effect that it had considered many proposals for employment stabiliza- 
tion and that, while it still believed in the soundness of the principle of 
unemployment reserves, it was convinced that to set up such a system now 
would increase unemployment and it therefore recommended the postpone- 
ment of such action. 

This report was severely criticized by the American Association for Labor 
Legislation on the ground that the Committee had been unduly influenced 
by employers’ organizations since in December it had promised to present an 
unemployment reserves bill to the Legislature “early in January,” and that 
the Committee’s report made no reference to minority reports filed by two 
of the members favoring the immediate enactment of such legislation with 
provision for the adjustment of the effective date to business recovery. 

In spite of the recommendation of the New York Committee that action be 
postponed, a number of bills were introduced. One of these, S.B. 208, sup- 
ported by the State Federation of Labor, received favorable action in the 
Senate but failed in the House. 
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Several of these state commissions reported during November and Decem- 
ber 1932. The report of the Ohio Commission on Unemployment Insurance 
recommends a compulsory system of unemployment insurance with pooled 
reserves and contributions by both employers and employees. Following 
this report, two bills were introduced in the state legislature embodying its 
recommendations. The Ohio Chamber of Commerce is much opposed to the 
enactment of such legislation, stating that the future is too uncertain and 
pointing to the recommendations of the New York and Connecticut com- 
mittees. 

The Connecticut Unemployment Commission, in its report “Measures to 
Alleviate Unemployment,” while in favor of unemployment reserves, believes 
voluntary action to be preferable to compulsory in view of the present eco- 
nomic situation. 

The Massachusetts Commission on Stabilization of Employment in its 
report of December 1932 is emphatically in favor of an unemployment bene- 
fit plan, stating that an unemployment reserve fund can only be rejected “if 
a better system is substituted.” 

Bills similar to the model bill of the American Association for Labor 
Legislation were introduced in the legislatures of New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania. In Rhode Island a bill providing for a commission on employment 
stabilization was introduced but received unfavorable action. 

Action has not been limited to the states constituting this Industrial Con- 
ference. The Report and Recommendations of the California State Unem- 
ployment Commission favors a system of compulsory unemployment reserves. 
One of the several bills introduced in the Legislature (H.B. 878) has received 
favorable action in one house. 

An Illinois commission, similar to the ones already discussed, was created 
but has not yet issued its report. However, a number of bills have been 
introduced, one sponsored by Mr. Douglas. After hearings on these bills 
the House Insurance Committee reported favorably on a substitute bill. 

In Maryland, Minnesota, and Utah unemployment insurance bills were 
passed in one house but failed in the second. Bills were introduced in a 
number of other states but failed of passage. 

In Maine (H.B. 1584), North Carolina (S.B.491), and Oregon 
(H.J.R. 21) commissions have been created this year to study the subject. A 
similar commission has recently been appointed by the Governor in Virginia. 

Action to promote the establishment of such reserves has not been restricted 
to the states. A bill (S.J.R. 26) permitting employers who contribute to 
unemployment reserve funds to make a special deduction from their income 
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tax has been introduced in Congress by Senator Wagner. This would be a 
means of promoting uniformity in state legislation and thereby answer the 
objections of some opponents that the enactment of a state system will place 
industry in that state at a disadvantage to industry in adjoining states having 
no such system. 

Although legislation has not been effected in the field of unemployment in- 
surance, the analyses and research that have been made by the various com- 
missions have been valuable in educating public opinion. Recommendations 
have been made, legislation has been carefully drawn and introduced, and 
many people have been convinced that “the time cannot be postponed for the 
experiment with moderate and careful unemployment reserve legislation.”

Hiller C. Wellman. An explanatory introduction states clearly the point of 
view from which the main list was compiled. Two special features are a 
selected list of recommended series, and suggested specifications for book 
manufacture. The physical make-up of each series is evaluated briefly. 
Seventy-seven pages, planographed, paper cover, seventy-five cents from 
A. L. A. 

Two other A. L. A. publications are just off the press. One, J. 1. Wyer’s 
revision, U. S. government documents, federal, state and city, is a consolida- 
tion, rewritten and brought up to date, of his two former works—one on U. S. 
government documents, and the other on state and city documents. The 
value of this consolidation and rewriting is readily apparent and the publi- 
cation will be welcomed by all librarians. The second is a new Reading With 
a Purpose course—Thie negro in America, by Alain Locke.

Librarians and teachers who need simple books in English for adult use 
will welcome the report on an inquiry about Available reading material for 
native-born adult illiterates and near-illiterates by John Chancellor, Supervis- 
ing Librarian, United States Bureau of Prisons; member Subcommittee on 
Readable Books, American Library Association. The report is based on the 
results of a mimeographed inquiry sent to about one hundred educators and 
librarians of experience in the field. The suggestions and recommendations 
embodied in this report are notable for common sense and understanding. A 
list of “Basal readers and texts,” and one of “Supplementary reading ma- 
terial—miscellaneous,” with all entries fully annotated, are included in the 
thirty-five mimeographed pages. This is valuable and useful material. It is 
available free, from the United States Bureau of Prisons.

In almost the last chapter of “Little Women,” when Jo is married, and the whole family 
sits about, discussing plans for the future, Jo broaches her great idea of what is to be done 
with Plumfield, the “beautiful old place” in the country, left her by Aunt March. She an- 
nounces that she and Professor Bhaer are going to have a school there. She describes the 
school—it is to be for boys, for rich boys whose parents neglect them and leave them to serv- 
ants, so that they have no chance for proper growing up, and for poor boys who would never 
have proper opportunities to learn. They are to be taught—but there is no use in going into 
the details of the plan. It is, briefly, the school of which Bronson Alcott always dreamed, the 
perfect school which he—so nearly—knew how to put into being. The actual realization of it 
came as close to existing as it ever managed to, in that idea sponsored by a public-spirited 
man for the public schools of Germantown, in which Bronson and Abba Alcott took such 
happy and such brief part, during the first unclouded years of their married life. What was it 
that Jo said of the plan in “Little Women”? Her husband could “teach and train the boys in his 
own way,” while she could keep house for them all and “feed and pet and scold them” to her 
heart’s content. Out of the vanished years comes, in that brief passage, the vision of that 
glorious dream in Germantown; out of the past comes the figure of Reuben Haines with his 
high-collared, gray Quaker coat and his deep, far-seeing eyes. He and the Alcotts had to do 
with the founding of two schools. One is the Germantown Academy, child of Reuben Haines’ 
first plan and still educating children as he hoped to educate them. That, however, is not the 
only school which he had a share in establishing. The other is Plumfield.

The work was not a 
commercial venture, but one with its rewards in satisfaction. That the work itself should bear 
a Maine imprint is appropriate. An unbound copy may be had from the author for five dol- 


lars; bound, for seven.

BarosA, Pio, Aviraneta. Madrid: Espasa- 
Calpe, 1932. 328p. 5 ptas. 

Even though the author tells us this is a biography, 
his peculiar style and human way of portraying his 
characters, make the book seem like an interesting 
novel. His forceful style presents such a vivid 
picture of this romantic revolutionist that no student 
of Spain’s picturesque and dramatic history can for- 
get Aviraneta and his apparently blind struggle for 
reform in a government that was growing more 
tyrannical each day. 


Cices APARICIO, MANUEL. Espajfia bajo la 
dinastia de los Borbones. 1701-1931. 482p. 
15 ptas. 

A critical study of the history of the late Bourbon 
dynasty in Spain. Although the book lacks bibliog- 
raphy and is not written in a scholarly way, it is 
full of vivid pictures, described in a literary and 
artistic manner. The facts are there too. A useful 
and popular book for readers who like history for 
the sake of the story in it. 


Jarnés, BENJAMIN. Zumalacarregui el 
caudillo romantico. Madrid: Espasa-Calpe, 
1931. 277p. 5 ptas. 


The romantic adventures of a well known revolu- 
tionary chieftain who used to be a loyal officer, but 
who did not hesitate to change his alliances without 
viving any explanations. This same man fought 
against his former friends with the same courage and 
fine strategy as he had previously shown against his 
new comrades at arms. The author gives a vivid 
picture of an interesting figure of Spain’s civil wars. 
Zumalacarregui was the embodiment of the Basque 
traditional war hero. 


Onis, FepERIco pe. EI sentido de la cultura 
espafiola. Madrid: Residencia de Estudiantes, 
1932. 284p. 5 ptas. 

A university professor has collected his speeches 
and lectures on various subjects but the predominant 
theme is Spanish culture. These essays have depth 
of thought and show a delicate appreciation of 
esthetic values. They constitute a fine contribution 
toward the interpretation of Spain’s great treasures 
of art and letters. 

OrtecGa Y Gasset, José. La redencion de 
las provincias y la decencia nacional. Madrid: 
Revista de Occidente, 1931. 217p. 5 ptas. 

This series vt articles written from 1917 to 1930 


represents the author’s struggle for the overthrow 
of the late monarchic régime and his desire to re- 


place it by a republican form of government. He 
tried first to awaken a sense of national responsi- 
bility; then to induce every good Spaniard to take 
his place in the struggle that was to be begun. Mod- 
erate action from enlightened patriots was all that 
was needed. 


—Rectificacion de la Reptblica. Madrid: 
Revista de Occidente, 1932. 171p. 4 ptas. 


Collected works on political subjects, mostly articles 
on the author’s actual position as a member of the 
Spanish Cortes. He advocates an original form of 
government which takes into consideration the char- 
acter and needs of its people. It gives much thought 
to the present but does not forget the future; nor 
does it neglect to profit from the good lessons of the 
past. 


PorteLt ViLA, Herminio. Céspedes, padre 
de la patria cubana. Madrid: Espasa-Calpe, 
1931. 247p. 5 ptas. 


This biography of Carlos M. de Céspedes, one of 
the best known men in Cuba’s revolutionary struggles 
for independence, has now been included in the series 
Vidas espatiolas e hispanoamericanas del siglo XIX. 
This in itself is enough praise for the book. Céspedes 
gave a striking example of loyalty and energy to his 
countrymen. Those who succeeded him, in 1898, were 
only followers of the man who is now acclaimed as 
the father of his country. 


PortNorF, GeorGceE. La literatura rusa en 
Espafia. New York: Instituto de las Es- 
pafias, 1932. 301p. 5 ptas. 


No Spanish reader will ever deny that there is a 
strong current of Russian influence in our own litera- 
ture. But very few can say to what extent our 
writers are indebted to the Russian men of letters. 
This scholarly book is an attempt to answer such 
questions. A serious book which will be a real help 
to those who like to know more about Russia in 
Spain, at least from the literary point of view. 


Ramos, AureELtA. Del corazon a la pluma. 
Madrid: Saez Hermanos, 1932. (CIAP) 
187p. 5 ptas. 


A book of poems from a well known young writer 
who contributes to Blanco y Negro. Emotion, 
fluency, and serenity of mind seem to be her leading 
characteristics. Although she has written exception- 
ally good verse, the modernist school would offer a 
more appropriate channel for her thoughts. 


CapitAN SepILEs. Voy a decir la verdad 
Madrid: Editorial Zeus, 1931. 289p. 6 ptas. 
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The story of the conspiracy of Jaca, in which the 
author, a leader of the artillery, tells all he knows. 
Ile paints an excellent portrait of the national hero 
and man of honor—the late Captain Fermin Calan. 
A valuable book for those who are interested in the 
late progress of the Spanish nation under the Re- 
public.

A novel of old times, sentimental in character, 
but dealing with the new ideas on the relationship 
hetween parents and children. The daughter of the 
family protests against the old Spanish tradition 
which leaves the choice of her husband to her family, 
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and demands the right to select the man she loves. 
Well narrated, simple, and moral. 


Insta, ALBerto. Ha Ilegado el dia. Ma- 
drid: Sociedad General de Libreria, 1932. 
431p. 5 ptas. 

Not so interesting as some of his previous novels, 
yet it gives us a clear picture of Spain at the time 
of the late revolution of 1931. The hero is a revolu- 
tionary writer who is a typical product of the edu- 
cated class. The heroine, his fiancée, is a monarchist 
and Catholic. In spite of their different political 
opinions, they love each other and get along without 
any friction. The book stands for tolerance and is 
a condemnation of mob psychology. 


IRIBARREN, MANUEL. Retorno. Madrid: 
Espasa-Calpe, 1932. 282p. 6 ptas. 


Life as affected by the environment in a small 
town in Spain. The hero, an honest shepherd, ob- 
serves that his masters are certainly not always 
honest. Disgusted, he emigrates to the new world 
where he finds life too hard, though he always works 
and toils honestly. He returns to the old land, but 
hatred and religious intolerance break up his home 
and he falls into vice. After many tribulations he 
repents and again becomes the man of faith and 
courage of his early youth. 


Leon, Ricarpo. Bajo el jugo de los bar- 
baros. Madrid: Hernando, 1932. 291p. 5 ptas. 


The abuses committed by the mobs during the late 
Spanish revolution are here portrayed in a visorous, 
pictorial style, by this well known stylist who has 
given us more than one fine example of good writing. 
Being a strong and pronounced Catholic, he condemns 
the mob and defends the old order of things. His 
book is a defense of the traditionalist, conservative 
Catholics who have always stood side by side with 
the monarchy. 


Oteryza, Luis pE. Rio Revuelto. Madrid: 
Yagiies, 1932. 290p. 5 ptas. 


In this novel we have a somewhat exaggerated 
story of recent events in a Central American re- 
public, probably Nicaragua. Very fine is the author’s 
portrayal of the leading politicians of the ill-fated 
republic and very definite is his stand against the 
invaders. Two unique characters deserve our sym- 
pathy: one must be Sandino and the other—but who 
is the other? Interesting and lively. 


Ros.es, ANTONIO. Cuentos de los juguetes 
vivos. Madrid: CIAP, 1931. 174p. 6 ptas. 

Putting aside fairies and other myths, this young 
author, who is now recognized as the most popular 
short story writer of Spain, gives us a series of 
stories about “toys that are alive.’”’ Enjoyable to
